Academic  Traditions 

Led  by  the  Grand  Marshal  carrying  the  University  mace,  the 
academic  procession  begins  with  the  graduating  seniors  and 
graduate  students,  followed  by  the  faculty  from  the  three  colleges 
and  the  division  of  Liberal  Arts,  who  in  turn  are  followed  by  the 
directors,  deans,  provost,  distinguished  guests,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  president  of  the 
university. 

The  tradition  of  academic  regalia  dates  from  the  twelfth  century 
and  is  heavily  influenced  by  clerical  attire.  The  gowns  for 
holders  of  a  doctorate  degree  have  bell-shaped  sleeves,  and  are 
often  trimmed  in  velvet.  Master's  degree  hoods  are  usually  shorter 
than  those  for  Doctoral  degrees.  The  color  of  the  hood  lining 
usually  denotes  the  school's  official  color,  and  the  velvet  trim,  the 
earned  degree.  For  example,  brown  is  the  color  reserved  for  fine 
arts  degrees,  pink  for  music,  blue  for  philosophy,  yellow/gold  for 
science,  purple  for  law,  and  white  for  literature.  The  color  and 
shape  of  the  hats  and  tassels  is  a  matter  of  national,  institutional 
or  personal  preference. 

Students  who  are  graduating  with  academic  honors  are  wearing 
red  sashes  to  denote  their  accomplishment. 

The  three  students  with  the  highest  university  grade  point  average 
receive  the  Emmons  silver  medallions.  These  symbols  are  shared 
from  year  to  year.  We  are  grateful  to  Ellen  and  Wesley  Emmons 
for  their  generous  gift  to  the  university. 

Alumni  are  distinguished  by  a  rosette  in  the  school  colors  of  car- 
dinal red  and  white. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  designated  by  a  rosette 
with  gold  ribbon,  connoting  their  dedicated  service  and  generosity 
to  the  University.

Faculty  Award  Recipients 

Lindback  Award  for  Distinguished  Teaching 
Hans-Ulrich  Allemann 

Professor  Allemann  joined  the  faculty  in  graphic  design  at  The  University  of  the 
Arts  in  1973  and  has  been  instrumental  in  the  shaping  of  the  department's  core 
programs.  He  served  as  chairman  from  1976-1979.  He  has  lectured  on  graphic 
design  and  design  education  both  here  and  abroad.  Together  with  two  partners, 
he  formed  the  firm  of  Allemann  Almquist  &  Jones  in  1984,  a  design  and  strategic 
communications  consultancy  involved  in  the  planning,  design  and  production  of 
visual  communications  for  print,  the  environment  and  electronic  media.   Several 
of  his  posters  are  in  the  permanent  collections  of  the  Design  Museums  Basel  and 
Zurich,  Switzerland;  Brno,  Czech  Republic;  National  Design  Archive  at  Rochester 
Institute  of  Technology  (RIT)  New  York,  USA,  and  the  Design  Collection  of  the 
National  Library  of  France.  Most  recent  honors  include  Prof.  Allemann's  induc- 
tion into  the  Alliance  Graphique  Internationale  (AGI)  in  1998  and  the  receipt  of 
the  AIGA  Fellows  award  in  2000. 

As  an  Adjunct  Professor  since  1985,  Prof.  Allemann  has  been  primarily  involved 
in  the  teaching  of  senior  project  courses,  studies  aimed  at  preparing  students  to 
confront  the  theoretical  and  pragmatic  issues  involved  in  communication  design. 


Richard  C.  von  Hess  Faculty  Prize 
Nancy  G.  Heller 

Professor  Heller  is  Professor  of  Art  History  at  The  University  of  the  Arts.  She  has 
also  taught  at  several  other  colleges,  including  the  University  of  Maryland  and 
Georgetown  University. 

Prof.  Heller  has  published  articles  on  the  visual  and  performing  arts  in  many  pe- 
riodicals, including  The  Washington  Post,  The  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  The  Mexico 
City  News,  ARTnews,  ARTS  Magazine,  American  Ceramics,  Sculpture  magazine, 
and  American  Artist.  Her  most  recent  books  are  the  4th  revised-and-expanded 
edition  of  Women  Artists:  An  Illustrated  History  and  Why  a  Painting  is  Like  a 
Pizza:  A  Guide  to  Understanding  and  Enjoying  Modern  Art.   Prof.  Heller  has  been 
interviewed  on  several  local,  and  national,  radio  and  television  programs. 

She  lectures  regularly  at  art  museums,  clubs,  universities,  and  for  numerous  other 
organizations. 


Mary  Louise  Beitzel  Award  for  Distinguished  Teaching 
Christine  Zelinsky 

Professor  Zelinsky  has  been  included  in  design  exhibitions  in  both  Europe  and 
the  United  States.  Her  work  has  been  recognized  by  national  and  international 
design  organizations  and  has  been  featured  in  Typographische  Monatsblatter  and 
Publicite.  Her  paintings,  drawings  and  collages  have  also  been  in  solo  and  group 
exhibitions  in  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Switzerland.  Prof.  Zelinsky 's  paintings 
and  drawings  are  included  in  numerous  private  collections  in  the  United  States 
and  Europe.  She  is  a  practicing  artist  and  designer/illustrator  in  Philadelphia. 

Prof.  Zelinsky  has  been  on  the  faculty  in  graphic  design  at  The  University  of  the 
Arts  since  1976  and  is  responsible  for  developing  the  program's  highly  regarded 
drawing  curriculum.  Her  unique  approach  to  drawing  addresses  the  fundamental 
links  between  perception,  expression  and  its  application  to  graphic  design.

Riitta  Vainio,  CPA 

Riitta  Vainio,  a  native  of  Finland,  graduated  from  the  Philadelphia  Dance 
Academy  in  1962  with  a  diploma  in  dance.  Vainio  is  best  known  as  the  pioneer 
of  Finnish  contemporary  dance  and  her  works  have  been  performed  throughout 
the  country. 

A  multifaceted  artist,  developer  of  Finnish  and  European  contemporary  dance 
and  an  educator,  Vainio  founded  Riitta  Vainio's  School  of  Modern  Dance  and 
the  Finnish  Institute  of  Modern  Dance  Art.   She  has  taught  numerous  courses 
on  modern  dance  and  gave  the  first  modern  dance  performance  ever  in  Finland, 
which  was  seen  by  1.5  million  people  through  a  live  television  broadcast. 

During  her  career,  Vainio  has  choreographed  about  1000  pieces,  ranging  from 
three  minutes  in  length  to  three  hours.   She  has  received  many  medals  and  awards, 
including  the  Pro  Finlandia  in  2004,  the  most  prestigious  award  an  artist  can 
receive  in  Finland. 

Riitta  Vainio  will  turn  70  next  year  and  is  in  the  middle  of  a  strong  creative  phase. 
She  is  currently  preparing  her  new  choreography  Aiti  (Finnish  for  'mother'),  to 
premier  in  Helsinki. 


Susan  B.  Welchman,  CAD 

Susan  Welchman  earned  her  BFA  in  photography  in  1970  from  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art.  After  graduating,  Welchman  worked  as  a  staff  photographer  for 
the  Philadelphia  Daily  News  where  she  photographed  everyone  from  the  homeless 
to  the  infamous,  including  Jimmy  Hoffa  and  Margaret  Mead.   She  then  went  on 
to  work  at  the  New  York  Post  as  photo  editor  for  five  years. 

In  1979,  Welchman  accepted  the  position  of  illustrations  editor  at  National  Geo- 
graphic Magazine,  where  she  continues  to  work.  Working  for  one  of  the  most 
well-known  and  respected  magazines  in  the  world  has  taken  Welchman  around 
the  globe,  from  her  office  in  Washington  D.C.  to  the  Arctic  Circle,  where  she  met 
with  and  photographed  seal  hunters.

Rexford  Thomas  J.  Cardwell 

Thorn  Cardwell  began  organizing  film  festivals  as  a  college  student.  He  continued 
offering  film  programs  to  students  during  his  20  years  as  assistant  headmaster  in 
private  secondary  education.  In  1990,  he  was  among  the  founding  volunteers  of  the 
Philadelphia  International  Gay  &  Lesbian  Film  Festival  (PIGLFF). 

He  is  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  Film  Festival,  now  in  its  14th  year. 
The  festival  brings  the  world's  imagination  to  Philadelphia  with  screenings  of  nearly 
300  features,  documentaries,  shorts  and  animation  from  50  countries. 

Cinema  fans  can  indulge  in  a  14-day  whirl  of  world  and  North  American  premieres, 
panel  discussions,  workshops,  networking  events,  Q&A  sessions  and  even  a  little 
elbow-rubbing  with  A-list  celebrities.  Family-friendly  films  are  also  shown  in  out- 
door venues.  The  Festival  of  Independents,  a  festival  within  the  festival,  features  the 
best  of  regional  filmmaking. 

Kal  Solomon  Rudman 

Kal  Rudman  is  frequently  recognized  for  his  efforts  in  helping  the  first  large  wave  of 
successful  African-American  and  Latino  performing  artists  to  gain  widespread  popu- 
lar attention  when  he  spoke  for  the  entire  range  of  singers  and  musicians  in  various 
genres,  helping  to  bring  new  artists  and  new  music  to  the  attention  of  millions  of 
audience  members. 

In  1968,  Kal  Rudman  founded  the  immediately  successful  and  highly  influential 
"Friday  Morning  Quarterback"  family  of  publications  to  help  share  the  various  play 
lists  of  local  radio  stations  throughout  the  country.  This  became  the  weekly  music 
industry  Bible,  helping  radio  and  television  stations  and  live  performance  venues  to 
be  aware  of  popular  music  performers  in  other  regions  of  the  country. 

The  publications  are  still  among  the  most  important  around  the  world  of  music,  and 
they  have  succeeded  in  staying  "at  the  top  of  charts"  through  Rudman's  willingness 
and  keen  interest  in  utilizing  the  latest  mediums  of  media  and  communication  avail- 
able to  him.   Many  recording  artists  credit  Kal  Rudman  for  helping  introduce  them 
to  audiences  across  the  nation. 


Dominick  Peter  Stuccio 

Nick  Stuccio  is  the  Producing  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  Fringe  Festival,  which  he 
founded  in  1997  with  Eric  Schoefer.  The  first  Festival  featured  60  performing  groups 
presenting  their  work  in  theaters,  nightclubs,  galleries,  alleys,  abandoned  buildings, 
and  at  least  one  parked  car.  The  work  was  fresh,  new,  unexpected  and  dynamic.  The 
festival  has  since  expanded  from  five  to  16  days,  with  total  attendance  increasing 
from  12,000  to  47,000.    It  is  emerging  nationally  as  a  leading  model  for  champion- 
ing the  work  of  Philadelphia-based  artists  and  enhancing  the  Philadelphia  arts  scene. 

From  2002  to  2005  Stuccio  has  been  the  curator  of  DanceBoom,  an  annual  dance 
event  at  the  Wilma  Theater  which  creates  a  professional  and  supportive  environment 
for  the  diverse  and  high  quality  companies  and  choreographers  that  make  up  the 
Philadelphia  dance  community. 

In  addition  to  his  work  producing  live  performances,  Stuccio  has  produced  two 
dance  films,  Song  of  the  Body  and  The  Swan.  In  1997  he  was  named  Philadelphia 
Weekly's  Person  of  the  Year  and  in  2000  he  was  named  one  of  Philadelphia  Maga- 
zines People  to  Watch.

The  University  of  the  Arts 


The  University  of  the  Arts  evolved  from  two  century-old 
institutions:  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was  created  in  1876 
along  with  the  Museum  of  Art.  Initially  known  as  the 
Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  the 
institutions  were  established  in  response  to  the  interest  in 
art  and  art  education  that  was  stimulated  by  the  country_s 
Centennial  Exposition.  In  1940,  the  school  became  known 
as  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art,  respecting  the 
expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in  many  other  areas, 
including  the  arts.  The  school  received  accreditation  in 
1959,  and  in  1964  separated  from  the  Museum  to  become 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Today,  the  College  of  Art 
and  Design  of  The  University  of  the  Arts  offers  curricula 
in  design,  media  arts,  fine  arts,  crafts,  and  museum  and  art 
education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 
date  from  1870,  when  three  graduates  of  the  Conservatory 
of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the  first  European  style  conser- 
vatories of  music  in  America:  the  Philadelphia  Musical 
Academy.  The  Musical  Academy  became  an  independent 
college  of  music  in  1950,  granting  a  Bachelor  of  Music  de- 
gree after  a  four-year  course  of  study,  one  of  only  eight  such 
music  colleges  in  the  nation  at  the  time.  While  still  offering 
only  a  music  program,  the  school  changed  its  name  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA)  in  1976, 
the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania.  One  year  later  the 
former  Philadelphia  Dance  Academy  became  part  of  PCPA, 
and  in  1983  the  School  of  Theater  was  created,  achieving 
the  college's  ideal  balance  of  performing  arts:  dance,  music 
and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the  Philadelphia 
Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true  visual  and  performing  arts 
university  was  in  its  formative  stages.  With  its  inauguration 
in  1987,  The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  largest  compre- 
hensive educational  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  nation, 
preparing  students  for  professional  careers  in  design,  fine 
arts,  crafts,  dance,  music,  and  theater  arts. 

In  1996  the  University  added  a  new  College  of  Media  and 
Communication,  offering  degrees  in  communication,  writ- 
ing for  film  and  television,  and  multimedia. 

The  University's  2,200  undergraduate  and  graduate  stu- 
dents are  taught  by  115  full-time  and  375  part-time  faculty 
members.  In  addition  to  the  25  undergraduate  and  11 
graduate  programs,  UArts  offers  courses  of  study  for  artists 
of  all  ages.  The  Center  for  Continuing  Studies  offers  profes- 
sionals the  chance  to  advance  their  careers  or  explore  their 
creativity.  Teachers  are  able  to  earn  graduate  credits  at  the 
Professional  Institute  for  Educators,  which  provides  innova- 
tive approaches  to  teacher  education.   Children  from  K-8 
learn  from  professional  artist-teachers  at  the  Saturday  Arts 
Lab;  and  high  school  students  sample  UArts  courses  in  the 
popular  Pre-College  Programs. 
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
